British Cabinet Agrees That the 
United States May Take Such Steps 
as it May Deem Proper to Fortify the 
Waterway. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is today most satis- 
factory and important news from Eu- 
rope. The entire British Cabinet has 
agreed to a new Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. Lord Lansdowne, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, recently, as a matter

The 
assent of the government was promptly 
given. Therefore Lord Pauncefote, 
who is now en route to this country, 
comes prepared to conclude a treaty 
with Secretary Hay. 

The provisions of the new treaty are 
precisely as outlined three weeks ago. 
The treaty does not in terms give the 
United States the right to fortify the 
canal, but it does give the United 
States full power to take such steps as 
it thay deem proper for protection of 
the canal, and the protection of the in- 
terests of the United States in time of 
war. Of the ratification of the new 
treaty there is no doubt whatever. It 
will have the support of Senators of 
both parties, almost without exception. 

MINISTER MILLS'S ROAR. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Oct. 30.— [Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] David Mills, Minister of Jus- 
tice for Canada, has an important ar- 
ticle in the November number of the 
Empire Review. In it the Monroe doc- 
trine and interoceanic canal condiions, 
under which the Monroe doctrine was 
proclaimed, and the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty negotiated, are described in de- 
tail, and conclusions are drawn that 
the United States government is as- 
suming sovereignty over both North 
and South America; that it is striving 
to restrict the commerce of other states 
for is own advantage; that Canada will 
never be content to submit to any 
other rule than that of perfect equality 
respecting the canal, and that her in- 
terests must not be sacrificed by the 
United Kingdom for any copsidera- 
tion. 
Mills contends that the neutrality of 
the canal must be guaranteed, as pro- 
vided for by the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and that the United Kingdom 
must not yield to thé demands of what 
he describes as an ambitious and not 
overscrupulous state to erect fortifica- 
tions upon the borders of the water- 
way and to take possession of it. 

The real object of this able article is 
disclosed in the last seven lines, in 
which reference is made to the fact 
that the United States has taken pos- 
session of Dyea and Skagway, and has 
refused to submit the matter to arbi- 
tration. Mills does not say so, but 
clearly he thinks that the Foreign 
Office ought to obtain a quid-pro-quo 
in Alaska, on the Canadian frontier, 
for the abrogation or revision of the 
canal treaty. It has been supposed 
that Rt. Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, be- 
ing the greatest colonial imperialist, 
had taken a large view of the canal 
question and had been disposed to 
waive Canadian interests in the con- 
fident expectation that when the main 
controversy was settled, the Usited 
States would return favor and deal 
generously with the Dominion, respect- 
ing the Alaskan frontier and other 
matters.

MINISTER MILLS'S ROAR.

LONDON, Oct. 30.— [Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} David Mills, Minister of Jus- 
tice for Canada, has an important ar- 
ticle in the November number of the 
Empire Review.

HIS WOMAN WORKED 
IN MAN'S SHOES. 


CHOPPED WOOD, FED HORSES AND 
\ — 
Elizabeth Kummer of Burbank Sues 
Her Brother-in-law for Wages—He 


Sweats That What She Did Was for 
Medical Care and Board. 


Woman doing a man’s work and get- 
ting nothifig for it, is the picture of 
herself painted by Elizabeth Kummer, 
who was in Judge York's court yester- 
day suing her brother-in-law, Nicholas 
Cochemes of Burbank, for $600, alleged 
to be due her for services rendered at 
defendant's special instance and re- 

vest. 

N Miss Kummer asserts that she was a 
maid of all trades for two years prior 
to last August, and she thinks her 
services were easily worth at least $309 
per annum, She says she was com- 
pelled to arise at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and, if she was ever per- 
mitted to retire as early as 9 o'clock 
at night, she c hérself a lucky 
slave. 

_Bome of her varied duties she enu- 
merates as follows, in her complaint: 
“House servant and field hand—wash- 
ing, ironing, cooking and ail manner 
of household work; feeding stock, har- 
nessing horses, chopping wood, trim- 
ming and pruning trees; planting, cul- 
tivating and preparing vegetables and 
produce for market, and all sorts of 
outdoor work.” For such labors Miss 
Kummer is foolish enough to think that 
she should receive, in addition to her 
keep, the sum of $25 a month. 

But Cochems is fighting her suit, and 
he tells another story. He denies all 
her claims generally. In 1895, he says, 
his wife approached him with tearful 
pleas about her sister, Miss Kummer, 
who was suffering with 7 ye of the 
face, in Wisconsin, and been ad- 
vised by her physicians that she must 
remove to a milder climate or never 
get well. Cochems listened to his wife 
and sent his sick sister-in-law $75 to 

ay her expenses to California to make 
— home with him and his family. 
She came, and by reason of the run- 
ning sore on her face caused every 
one around her to suffer great incon- 
venience and annoyance. Neverthiess, 
Cochema, so he says, employed médical 
attendance and care for her, and soon 
her face healed up and she was 8

Restaurant Man Convicted of Selling

Allen Watson * W. Waiker, 
young colored men who rode at break 
neck speed into a crowd of ghildren 
Playing in Court street a week or so 
ago, were brought before Justice Aus- 
tin yesterday to be examined on a 
charge of murder, one of the children— 
little Norman Campbell—having died 
from the effect of injuries received ia 
that accident..

Just before the examination began,

front row.” 

The examination showed how the 
children had been playing in the street 
when the colored men suddenly ran 
into the whole bunch. A little girl was 
hurt and Norman Campbell, who was 
ten years old, was knocked down. 

He lay on the ground unconscious 
and was finally carried into the house, 
where he died a day or two afterward. 

Mrs. Cambpell came rushhing out of 
tae house. which was in sight of the 
place where the children played. and 
began to scold scorchers, They 


the 
stood it for a while, but finally said 


they had done their best to warn the 
children, and then got on their wheels 
and rode off. 

Watson was himself hurt about the 
face by being thrown from his wheel 

One of the points urged in defense 
of the men is that they would never 
have been found had they not gone to 
the Police Station and given them- 
seives up. 

As soon as the news was published 
in the papers that the child was dead, 
Watson went to the station and sur- 
rendered himself, and told where Wal. 
ker could be found. The two claim 
thet the accident was entirely with- 
out intention on their part, and they 
tried to stop and avoid tpe children.

Advertising Contracts, Procured Under 
Thinly-veiled Insinuations of the Or- 
gan’s Wrath, Come Back in Altered 

to Get Business. 


Times’ Correspondent.] Nat a few of 
the San Pedro business men are learn- 
ing a thing or two about the methods 
employed by the labor union publica- 
tions. The course of instruction em- 
braces twelve monthly lessons, with a 
hold-up each month. 

A few months ago, when the Federal 
Labor Union was at the height of its 
career here, and the union agitators 
were blatantly declaring that there- 
after any one doing business in this 
harbor town must submit to union dic- 
tation, a representative of the Union 
Labor News, a sheet printed in Los 
Angeles, canvassed San Pedro for sub- 
scriptions and advertising. 

Some of the busine:®; men were in- 
duced to order advertising with the 
understanding that the money paid for 
it would be “for the good of tbe 


take advertising space because of 
thinly-veiled insinuations that their 
failure to do so would bring down upon 
them the wrath of the organ, and of 
union labor generally. 


sentative of the Union Labor News 
was told to insert an advertisement for 
& month, whereupon he would hand an 
advertising order to the business man 
to sign. The latter, busy with the 
traffic of his establishment, signed the 
document, after which the canvasser 
departed. 

At the end of the month the adver- 
tiser ordered the notice discontinued, 
whereupon a contract bearing the ad- 
vertiser’s signature and ordering the 
advertisement for a year instead of a 
month was produced. At least one of 
these on whom the scheme was worked 
says that the contract or advertising 
order was altered after he signed it. 

How many of the advertisers have 
been frightened into yielding to the 
demand that they keep their advertise- 
2 running for a year is not stated, 

t not a few of them have refused to 
be bulldosed. Only a few days ago the 
union mouthpiece had an attorney 
dome to San Pedro bringing the con- 
tracts for collection, but the collecting 
business was a sorry job in a consider- 
able number of cases, ö 

The conditions now are much differ- 
ent from what they were when 
most of tie advertisements were ot- 
dered. The advetrtisers were then, 
many of them, deceived into believing 
that “everything was union,” but now 
they see things in a different light. 
The Ban Francisco strike is over, and 
the sympathetic conditions which it 

uced at this port have disappeared. 

t has been demonstrated that a vessel 
may come here and discharge and take 
on freight without the sanction of the 
union. The Federal Labor Union is not 
the noisy, boastful concern that it was 
a few months ago, and the repre- 
sentatives of the union sheet are not 
able, as of yore, to ade the local 
merchants to be “held up” for adver- 
tising orders through fear of the ill 
will of the union.
